"PILLAR" Dollar of Csrlos 1V of Spain, 1808. 


These coins sre called "pillar" dollars from the two columns seen on 
the reverse (they really represent the Pillars of Hercules at the 
Southernmost point of Spain). By the Spanish these coins are known 
as pieces of 8 Resales. 


The coins were current here in England by proclamation: many of them 
were counterstamped with s small punch with bust of George ill.

Bank of Englana Dollar, struck by the Bank in 1604, during a period 
when there was great lack of silver money here in England. The 

coins sare overstruck on the pillar-dollars of Charles Iii & 1V of 
Spain: traces of the earlier types can mostly be found and very often 
the whole of the ornamental mill edging can be seen. On this specimen 
the end letters of HispAN. BT. IN (diarum), the base of the column & 
part of the drapery of the bust can be found. 


The coins sre quite common. They were struck from dies engraved by 


Kuchler, the principal engrever st the Royal Mint and at Boulton & 
Watt's mint in Birmingham
